Their number is also unknown. The BelipB igazoivahy (entry permit ) of the Ganz 
Vagon es G^pgydn plant was made of white cardboard ubornt the size of the 
Hungarian permit and had a border of red strips around it. Underneath the name of 
the profession of the holder was the surname and first name, and date of birth of 
the holder. The entry permit Also served-as an identification card when moving 
within Budapest.
